1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in tfie art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 13, 28, 5 1, and 60-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The claim limitations directed to a plane strain fracture toughness of "40 
MPa(m)l/2" lacks support in the written specification as originally filed. 

3. Claims 13, 28, 51, and 60-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The claim 
limitations directed to a plane strain fracture toughness of "40 MPa(m)l/2" lack and enabling 
support in the written specification as originally filed. 

4. Applicant argues that page 2 1 , lines 9-11, provides support for the above claim language 
in claims 13, 28, and 51. Page 21, lines 9-11, uses the terminology "40MPa /m". Is this 
terminology intended to be the same as "40MPa(m)l/2"? If so, please provide evidence that this 
is known as equivalent terminology in this art. 

4. Claims 58, 63, 67-68, and 73 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention.

In claims 58, 63, 67, and 73, the phrase "the first metal and metal alloys" should be (the 
second metal and metal alloys) (see claim 1, lines 9-11). 

5. Claim 64 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 59. 
When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim 
to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP
